Ithink, you have the State of the Trade, 
as it has been from the firft Planting Ame- 
rica by the Spaniards, to the ‘Time of the 
breaking out of the prefent War, and of 
Spain falliog into the Hands of the Houle 
of Bourbon. 

It istrue, this Trade has formerly faf- 
fer’d fome Interruption, efpecially in Queen 
Elizabesh’s Time, as by Sir Francis Drake, 
the Barl of Cumberland, Sic Walser Raleigh, 


and others 3 and fince that Time, by the 
Buccaniers, Pyrates, &c. But thishas ae 
mounted to nothing Effential againft 
the Trade ; thefe were at firft,. only 
making Reprifals for Loffes fuftain’d: 
by the Spanzards, and after making fair 
War upon America, as the Dominion of 
the King of Spzins but made no pretence 
to Trade, Plant, Settle, and Poffefs the 
Country, or any part thereof, or to Hfta- 
blifh a Correfpondence of Commerce, be- 
tween the Country or any part of it, it 
‘sg true, they frequently Landed for Plun- 
dcr and Devaftation, but they never went 
with any Defign, or fornifhed for any fuch 

Defign, 
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{effion : The Toird Attempt was that of Da- 
rien, of which I fhall fay ao more here than 
this, that if we had kept Pofleffion of 
when we*hadit, this new Undertaking 
would have appear’d t> me much eaficr 
than I fear now it will be —— but of that 
hereafter; "tis never too late to retrieve 
Errors, tho’ it is always beft to do it early. 

‘We are now to Enquire into the State 
of the American Trade, as it relates to Spain, 
fince the beginning of the prefent War, 
and (o on to this Time 3 and this will lead 
us direétly to the Defign in Vi-w. 

As foon as the King of France had laid 
his Hand, as we may fay, upon Spain for 
his Grandfon, and plac’d him on the Spanifh 
Throne, we faw France by the Necefhty of 
the Thing, put, as it were into Puff ficn 
of afl the Dominions of that va ft Monarchy, 
under the fpecious Pretence of Preferving 
it for his Grandfon, King Philip The 
Netherlands open'd the D.or tu France ficit, 
and the Duke of Bavaria \et the FrencbGar-

jn one Day, which he is driven out of agaia 
but very flowly, and wich a vaft Expenee 


.of Blood and Treafure : Old Spain receiv’d 


French Garrifons and French Armies, and 
we (aw the french Aiding the Armies of 
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pV. soour Cot, at the Ba 
manzaand Villu Vitiofa. 
On the fame Precenee the King of Fr, 


fent over Officers, Engineers, (and gradue 


ally Soldiers alfo) to the Spanifh Weft-Indies, 
alledging at firft, the Necefiry to pat the 
Spaniards there in a Pofture of Detence, but 
after that, alledging the need of Maintain- 
ing the Coaft againft the Threatned De- 
predations of the Englifband Dutch — By 
this Artifice, the Fresch are at this Time 
in Garrifon at Carsagena, at the Aavana, at 
Portobello, at Panam, the Fortifications are 
in all chefe Places Repair’c, GarrifonsMain- 
tain’d, and every Place is Stor’d and Fur- 
nith’d for Defence; it is true, thefe are all 
under Spanifh Governours, but the other 
Officers are many, if cot mof of them 
French. 

But at Lima, the French havea Formal 
Pofleifion ; the Town is put into their 


Hands, Kizg Philip having given it to — 


them. #s they aledge, only for a Time, for their 
Security —Hcre they have built a Citadel, 
have a great Magazine of Arms and Am- 
munition, have Fortify’d che Harbour or 
River, aod ia fhort, have put themfelves 
into'fucha Pofture, that when the Spe- 
niards propos’d to remove all the French 
out of Spain, and che King of France did 
withdraw his Troops from Old Spain, yet 
he pretended to -keep Lima; not that he 
would keep it againft his Graodion, King 
Philip, for that he need not, but he pre- 
tended that if Philip fhould agree to part 
with Oldand New ‘pain, yet that the French 
in Lims would not turnout, but fhould 
k+e p Poffeffion there, in {pight of King 
Charles and all his Forces. 

Here the French have Planted, many 
Families live in the Country round, and 
from hence alcng the Shoar of Peru and 
Chili, they have {eiz’d feveral little Ports, 
where they are Setsled and Fortify'd, and 
perhaps too ftrong: to be eafily difmif'd 
from thencem—-This Poffcffion they alledge 
two Thiogs for.

expe&, I had almoft faid as we could with, 
and yet we find fome People who loudly 
Rail’d atthe Treaty, andcall’d it a Felo- 
nious Treaty, eager to turn the Tables, and 
not only make Peace with Fravce upon a 
Partition, but upon a Turn of the Tables, 
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‘or giving the French 
the Jndies, which isthe Subftance that 
Treaty had retain’d, and contenting our 


Allies with the © cetera’s which that's reaty 


had parted with. 


_ FT hhall conclude this Digreffion with fay: 
ing thisone Thing : Among all hofe that 
cry out fo loud tor Peace at this Time, I 
would fain fee the Face of that Mar who 
dare tell this Nation, They fhall accept of 
Peacethis Year upon worfe Terms thao 
France offer’d the Year before, and yet 
pretend we are in a better Condition to re+ 
duce France than we were before.

Sword till all the Spanifh Monarchy be re- 
ftor’d tothe Houle of Auflria ; Her Ma- 
jefty has anfwer’d, That ’tis her Opinion 
no .Peace can be fafe without it I 
will not fay what little Matters, for Peace 
fake, the Queen and Parliament, or the 

ueen, with Advice of her Parliament and 
Confent of her Allies, may thiak fit to cone 
cede to Philip V. to put an Ead to a Bloody 
War 3 but I caonot but wonder what Ple- 
nipo would venture to Sigo, or what ...+s 
to advife a Conceffion of Spain and the /n- 
dies to King Philip, the Parliament being 
rot moved in, or acquainted with fuch a 
Treaty, nor any Accident of War making 
it more reafonable than it wes la(t Year, 
when Frauce offer’d all Spain and the Jidies 
to King Charles.
